canting fanatic is ever ready to make the fame miſapplication of ſcripture ſentences. We 
muſt, therefore, ſuppoſe Nementanus quite ſerious in the comfort he gives his friend 
Rufus Naſidienus; and this mixture of folly and ſycophantry, as it ſets Varius a laughing, 
ſo it furniſhes Balatro with a fair Opportunity of exerciſing his talent of grave humour; 

and this he does by expoſing the ſlovenly improprieties of chat oſtentatious miſer's feaſt, 

at the ſame time that he appears to condole with him on this unhappy accident. His 
whole ſpeech, duly conſidered, is one continued irony or ſheer. This is ſo obvious, 
that there had been no occaſion for this remark, did not the imitator apprehend that 
ſome of his readers may examine and cenſure this performance (as they did his Legacy- 
Hunting) by the proſe tranſlation of Dunſtar; the only edition of Horace they underſtand! 
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
